SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the County Commissioner of Hillsborough County. In submitting my 
annual report, it gives me pleasure to say that the past year under the dis- 
pensation of a kind Providence, has been one of prosperity to the institu- 
tion under my charge, and although the expense of supporting the in- 
mates has been larger than any year since my connection with it, the in- 
creased expense of materials used, has been more in proportion than the 
amount expended. I have endeavored to use all the economy, humanity 
and the comfort of the inmates would: allow. And in all the larger pur- 
chases and in the general management of the institution have been assist- 
ed and greatly encouraged by the personal attention and advice of the 
Commissioners. 

The crops gemerally, except corn, were good. 

Large improvements have been made on the farm; sixty rods of heavy 
wall have been made the past year; six or more acres of land which were 
entirely worthless, have been reclaimed by much hard labor, and is now 
valuable for cultivation. ; 

From five to six hundredgrods of ditching and draining have been done, 
greatly improving the land through which it passes. 

Sixty pear and twenty-five apple trees and thirty-six grape vines, have 
been set, most of which were in good condition at the closing of the sea- 
son in the fall. : ina 

The large amount of labor required on the farm adds greatly to the ex- 
penses, from the fact that but few of the inmates are able to work to any 
advantage, and in this respect there has been a great change the past few 
years, as the demand for labor has enabled a large share of those who 
formerly came to the County Farm to gain.a support outside. 

As there have been but few repairs made on the buildings, the past few 
years, in my judgment their preservation, general appearance and good 
evonomy require an increased expenditure in this department. 

The water works are an important item of expense, which, in connection 
with the liability of a failure from the present supply, demands the careful 
consideration of the Commissioners. 
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The insane house is inconvenient and poorly constructed to properly 
accommodate those for whom it is intended, and I think, require some 
alteration or a new building, and in this opinion I am sustained by nearly 
all who visit the institution and feel interested in such matters. 

The school has been in a prosperous condition the last year. About 
every, two weeks we have had preaching Sunday afternoon. The cler gy- 
men of Goffstown and Manchester having kindly given their services. 

The physician, Dr. D. Little, has always been prompt and done all in 
his power to benefit and make the sick comfortable, 

In closing, I would sincerely thank the commissioners for their uniform 
kindness to my family, and for their assistance in the performance o 
the duties connected with my office. And to those who have been associ- 
ated with me at the farm, for the interest they have manifested for the 
welfare and prosperity of the institution. ph

TEACHER’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of Hillsborough County : 


I commenced teaching the school May 22d, 1865. The whole 
number of scholars under my instruction is thirty-seven. 

In reading :—Town’s Third reader, six ; Progressive Second 
reader, seven; First do, five; Primer, twelve. In Arithmetic:— 
Greenleaf’s Intellectual Arithmetic, five; Greenleaf’s Primary do, 
eleven. In Geography :—Colton’s and Fitch’s Modern, one; do, 
Introductory, seven; Cornel’s First Steps, one. In Grammar :— 
Town’s Elements, three. Average attendance, twenty-five. 

There is one disadvantage in this school, from which most of 
* our common schools are exempt, that is the frequent changes of 
the scholars—constantly going and coming. Some will scarcely 
get instructed in their books before they leave the institution, and 
new comers take their places. They have made very good pro- 
gress in their studies generally. 

With the experience Ihave had as a teacher, I can say with 
confidence that they compare favorably with district schools. 
I have endeavored to do my duty to the school, to promote its 
prosperity and welfare. 

I would tender my thanks to you all for the kind assistance

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners of the County of Hillsborough : 


GENTLEMEN.—It has become my duty to present to you a short an- 
nual report of ‘the sanitary condition of the County Almshouse. - This 
Institution seems to be a very convenient receptacle, to receive a’ great 
many persons who have lived lives of idleness and debauchery, who are 
brought here with broken down constitutions, or having some fatal dis- 
ease fastened upon them, and frequently but a few more days to live ; 
and then again, there is another class whv are obliged to come here, 
whom it would be almost an act of cruelty not to notice. It consists 
of both males and females who were under the necessity of struggling 
hard to support themselves while their health remained, but when that 
failed, or old age crept upon them, they were obliged to come to this 
Institution. When we consider the character of the inmates, we 
should expect that the sick rooms would be kept well filled with dis- 
eased and helpless patients, and so it is. 

There are in the Insane Ward, eleven persons, four males and seven 
females, most of them have been to an Insane Asylum until their cases 
were pronounced by the Superintendent, incurable, and it is not prob- 
able that any one of them will ever recover their health. 

There have been during the year, but four births, two males and two 
females, and twenty-one deaths, many of them brought here in the last 
stage of some fatal disease, fifteen aged over forty, six over seventy, four 
over eighty, and five under twenty years. Of the above cases, eight — 
have died of Pulmonary consumption, four of paralysis, three of insan- 
ity, one of heart disease, three of congestive fever and two of chronic 
diarrhea. 

The sickness the past year has been mostly confined to thase of a bro- 
ken constitution. I have visited the Institution in the course of the 
year, more than two hundred times, but not very often to prescribe 
for children. Among that class, there has been but very little sickness, 
which, ] attribute, in a great measure, to the perfect discipline main- 
tained by the Superintendent and his Lady. The Institution is kept 
cleansed. ‘There might be an improvement in the means of ventilation. 
The government of the Institution is as perfect as it can be, and the 
inmates are very peaceable, quiet, and very clean.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT, 


To the Commissioners of Hillsborough County: 


Gentlemen—In compliance with your request, I submit the following ob- 
servations upon the religious condition of the paupers at the County Alms _ 
House. 

Under its present efficient management, we have reason to believe that 
no pains have been spared to make the most of the facilities afforded, to 
benefit the souls of the unfortunate poor. 
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The large number of children connected with the establishment have 
been regularly gathered on Sabbath mornings, with such of the adults as 
choose to attend, in a Sabbath School conducted by the matron and of- 
ficers. e 
The exercises of occasional Concerts have shown a knowtedge of sacred 
truth, worthy of high commendation, and the singing and recitations of 
devotional poetry have been very pleasing. 
~ When we consider that the minds of these children can hardly fail of 
receiving a powerful influence for good, we become convinced that the 
benefits likeiy to result from this school, are among those things that can- 
not be estimated in time. The impressible minds of childrén demonstrate 
the fithess of this labor; and while religious training furnishes the proper 
basis for all education, the inculeating of principles that underlie all true 
man and womanhood will tend to make them better men and women, 
check their entrances upon viciyus courses and lessen the probability of 
their again becoming dependents upou public charity. . 

The preaching services held upon alternate Sabbaths, have been well 
attended, and the speakers have been encouraged by many attentive hear- 
ers. When the peculiar character of the mixed congregation is taken into 
consideration, the public will hardly expect 4 statement of results. A 
large proportion of the tenants of Alms-houses are thosé who have either 
reached the pauper’s home as the end of a career of vice, or those whose 
mental incapacity has unfitted them to care for themselves. These two 
classes furnish a field of labor from which great regults cannot be antici- 
pated. The untoward circumstances of protracted illness and misfortunes 
furnish another class, who highly prize the means of grace. Occasional 
Visits to the rooms of the sick and infirm have been gratefully received. 

The opportunities afforded at the burial of the dead have been improved 
by a few words of admonition to the survivors, and in the “Great Day” 
it may appear that the temporal ruin that brought many to this abode of 
the poor, resulted in their eternal salvation. 

There isa great need felt of suitable reading. Friends of humanity 
may here find opportunity to do good. If some Sabbath School, who are 
about to purchase a new library, would give the old one to this institution, 
it would be thankfully received. 

A few new books would form a nucleus for a library whose eagerly 
sought pages would beguile the tedium of many a weary hour.
